MADE EGYPT POSSIBLE. 


The Glorious Nile and the Wonders 
It Has Accomplished. 


The Nile is probably the most won- 
derful river in the world. It has made 
Egypt possible by turning an arid 
wilderness into the richest.land in the 
world. It has provided at the same 

me an admirable commercial high- 
Way, and made easy the transporta- 
tion of building materials. The an- 
cient Egyptians were thus enabled to 
utilize the granite of Assouan for the 
splendid structures of the hundred- 
gated Thebes and of Memphis, and 
even for those of Tanis, on the Medi- 
terranean coast. 

At a time when the people of tha 
British Isle were clad in skins of wild 
beasts and cffered human sacrifices 
upon the stone altars of the Druids, 
and 


Egypt was the centre of a rich 
refined civilization. Most of the de 
velopment of Egypt was due to the 


Nile, which not only watered and fer 
tilized the soil annually, but was and 
is one of the greatest and best natural 
highways of the world 

From the veginning of winter to the 
end of spring—that is, while the Nile 
is navigable—the north wind blows 
steadily up the stream with sufficient 
force to drive sailing boats against the 
current at a fair pace; while, on the 
other hand, the current is strong 
enough to carry a boat without sails 
down against the wind, except when 
it blows a yale. That is why the an- 
cient Egyptians did not need steam 
power, nor electric motors, for the im- 
mense commerce that covered the 
Nile, nor for barges carrying build- 
ing materials for hundreds of miles. 


Popular With the Irish. 

Lord Mayo, who met with an acci- 
dent in the hunting-tield recently dur- 
ing a run from Palmerstown, his Lriso 
seat, is extremely popular in the 
Emerald Isle. He takes a keen, prac- 
tical interest in the affairs of lreland, 
and is devoted to the development of 
the Irish national industries, in whicn 
work he is warmly supported by the 
Countess of Mayo. His lordship suc- 
ceeded to the title in 1872, on the 
death of his father, the then Viceroy 
of India, who was assassinated while 
on an inspection visit to the penal 
colony in the Andaman Islands. Soon 
after this sad event the Indian Gov- 
ernment awarded a pension of £1,000 
a year to the Dowager Countess of 
Mayo and a lump sum of £20,000 tor 
the benefit of his children.

TUNNEL OR BRIDGE? 
Sir Robert Perks Thinks the Former 


Would Be Better at Quebec. 


The question as to whether the ill- 
fated Quebee bridge should be replac- 
ed by a tunnel instead of by another 
overhead structure was discussed by 
Sir Robert Perks, Bart., in an inter- 
view with The Standard. 

In view of the fact that tenders will 
be called early in May for the con- 
struction of a bridge the plans of 
which have been strongly condemned 
by The Scientific American, the ques- 
tion is one of great public importance. 
There are few men more competent 
than Sir Robert Perks to pronounce 
on the relative merits of bridge versus 
tunnel, for the firm of which he is the 
head has carried out some of the 
greatest engineering works of modern 
times, including the Manchester Ship 
Canal and the famous Severn Tunnel. 
His firm also prepared the plans for 
the now defunct scheme of building 
the Channel Tunnel between England 
and France, which scheme was killed 
by the. War Office; while the firm is 
now completing the first tunnel 
through the Andes, to connect Argen- 
tina and Chile by railway. 

“The proposal to construct a tunnel 
instead of the proposed Quebec bridge 
is a perfectly feasible one,’’ said Sir 
Robert recently, ‘and undoubtedly 
in the long run a tunnel would prove 
far more satisfactory. The St. Law- 
rence River at that point is no wider 
than the Severn River at the point 
where we constructed the Severn Tun- 
nel. That tunnel connecting England 
with South Wales, under what is reai 
ly the Bristol Channel, is, with its 
approaches, about eight miles long, 
and took four years to build. 

“TI take it that a tunnel and ap- 
proaches for the St. Lawrence River 
would have to be about the same 
length. One of the great difficultie- 
to be encountered, however, in replac- 
ing the bridge by a tunnel, is the fact 
that the railways which would make 
use of it have all been built on the 
high level, and the crades would have 


to be changed for tremendous dis- 
tances 
“As to the question of cost, the 


bridge would cost, I should say, $12,- 
500,000, and you can safely put the 
cost of a tunnel at three times the 
cost of a bridge. The Severn Tunnel 
cost $25,000,000."’ 

“How does the cost of maintenance 
compare?” Sir Robert was asked. 

“The maintenance of a tunnel is 
very much less than the maintenance 
of a bridge,”’ he replied. “With a 
bridge there is a very large annual 
sum to be spent for maintenance, and 
then you have to consider that a 
bridge shows continual deterioration. 
With a tunnel, these conditions apply 
to a much more modified extent, 30 
that in the long run a tunnel is cheap- 
er and -more satisfactory than an en- 
ormous bridge of this kind Another 
consideration is that .while a bridge 
may possibly prove too low for the 
future t 


huge ships of t ) pass un- 
der, a tunnel offiers no possibility of 
interfering with river traffic 

Asked how deep the tunnel would 


have to be below the bed of the river, 
Sir Robert replied that twenty feet 
would be ample 


Red River Funerals. 

A funeral service in the early days 
on the Red River was usually con- 
ducted at the house of the deceased 
and, as a rule, only those attended 
who had received personal invitations. 
Either before or after the service re- 
freshments were served to all present 
The funeral service was lengthy and 
always included a long sermon, which 
is still the practice in many parts of 
the country. Hearses were unknown, 
and to have carried the coffin to the 
grave in any kind of a vehicle would 
have been considered as a mark of dis- 
respect to the memory of the depart- 
ed. The shrouded coffin was, there- 
fore, borne on a bier by four men 
who every few minutes were relieved 
by another four, and so on until the 
grave was reached, It is related that 
on the deat’) of Hugh Ross, a Hud- 
son Bay factor, his body was carried 
in this manner for more than eigh- 
teen miles, from Little Britain to St. 
John’s. The journey took a_ whole 
day. At noon the party halted where 
a cart containing provisions met them 
Here they had dinner, after which 
they resumed their slow march, 
reaching the place of burial just as 
evening was coming on 

And thus the early Selkirk settlers 
lived and passed away, leaving their 
children to till the Red River farms 
and extend the bounds of the little 
settlement, to establish which Lord 
Selkirk gave the best years of his life 
and the greater part of his fortune 
It came through many vicissitudes 
and it survived many dangers; and 
although it again saw dark days dur- 
ing the brief reign of anarchy under 
Riel in 1869-70, it outlived them all, 


and finally expanded into the Pro- 
vince of Manitoba, That Canada to-

Intelligence that the End Had Come Was Not a Surprise, 
Death Being Expected at Any Hour--Capital Receives 


News Without Excitement, but Sadly--Prince of 


Waies Succeeds to the Crown. 


London.—King Edward VII., who 
returned to England from a vacation 
a few days ago in the best of health, 


died at 11.45 p.m., on May 6, in the 
presence of his family, after an ill- 
ness of less than a week, which was 


serious hardly more than three days. 
The Prince of Wales succeeded to 
the crown, immediately, according to 
the laws of the kingdom, without offi- 
cial ceremony. His first official act 
wee.to despatch to the Lord Mayor 
mnouncement of his father’s 
i, in pursuance of custom. 

The physicians soon afterwards is- 

sued their official bulletin. 
Pnuemonia, following bronchitis, is 
believed to have been the cause of 
death, but the doctors thus far have 
refused to make a statement. Some 
of the King’s friends are convinced 
that worry over the critical political 
situation, which confronted him, with 
sleepless nights, aggravated, # it did 
not cause, the fatal illness. Besides 
the nearest relatives in England, the 
Duke of Fife and the Archbishop of 


Canterbury were in the death cham- 
ber. 
The intelligence that the end of 


King Edward’s reign had come was 
not a surprise at the last. The peo- 
ple had been expecting it at any hour 


after the issue of the bulletin, which 
was posted at Buckingham Palace 
shortly before his death, and was 


flashed throughout the kingdom. 

The capital received it without ex- 
citement, but sadly, for the King with 
his own people was unquestionably 
one of the most popular rulers in the 
world. They regarded him as one of the 
strongest forces making for the sta- 
bility of the peace of the empire. 

Within a few minutes after the 
death of the King the home office was 
telegraphing the intelligence to the 
heads of other governments and the 
British diplomats and colonial offie- 
ials throughout the world

to King Edward was: ‘‘Well, it’s all 
over, but I think I have done my 
duty.’ He seemed then to have 
reached to a full realization that his 
end was fast approaching. 

The Queen and others of the royal 


family and four doctors had been con- 


stantly in the sick room throughout 
the day. Several hours before his 
death, the King was in a comatose 
condition, but he rallied slightly be- 
tween nine and ten o'clock, and then 
appeared to have recognized his fam- 


ily. Then he lapsed into unconscious- 
ness, Which ended in his passing.

His Career as Cadet in the Royal Navy at Age of 


12 Years, and Received Rank of Commander in 
1891--King is Now Almost 45 Years of Age.

George V., by the 
grace of God. King of Great Britain 
Ireland, and of all the British 
beyond the Emperor 
of India, was born at Marlborough 
House, London, a stone’s throw -from 
Buckingham Palace, on June 3, 1865, 
and was the second son of the late 
King Edward VII., who, at that 
period, was Prince of Wales. He be- 
gan his career as a cadet of the Royal 
Navy on board the training ship Bri- 
tannia, when 12 years of age. In 1877 
he and his brother, the late Duke of 
Clarence, then  heir-presumptive to 
the throne, started upon a two years’ 
cruise around the world aboard the 
Bacchante. Shortly after the Bac- 
chante’s return home Prince George, 
as our new monarch was then desig- 
nated, was gazetted midshipman to 
the Coda, on the North American sta- 
tion.. This was followed by his pro- 
motion to the rank of lieutenant in 
1885, and to that of commander in 
1891. The revival of the old royal 
title of ‘Duke of York,”’ borne by so 
many princes distinguished in Eng- 
land’s history, in Prince George’s 
favor, and from 1891, consequently, 
we must begin to speak of him as 
“the Duke of York.”” He was the 
twelfth holder of this title since its 
creation in the reign of Edward III., 
about 1550. At the same time his 
elder brother, the heir presumptive, 
was created Duke of Clarence. 

The next year, 1892, the kingdom 
and empire were thrown into mourn- 
ing by the untimely death of the Duke 
of Clarence. This sad event shifted 
the Duke of York into the position of

The crop resulting after the clip- 
the first year may be left 
standing, so that the snows of 
winter may lodge, and thus form a 
snow blanket for the protection of 
the plant during the winter, In the 
spring it is often advisable to run a 
light harrow over the field. The 
packed condition of the soil result- 
ing from the previous summer's ir- 
rigation and the melting snows is 
thereby loosened, the soil is aerated 
and many of the shallow rooted 
weeds are destroyed. The soil thus 
stirred with the harrow will not be- 
come baked and hard, and thus will 
readily absorb the first irrigation.

BRITISH LABOR EXPERIMENT. 


Official Exchanges Assume Task of 
Finding Work For t'e Idle. 


An interesting experiment in prac- 
tical economics has been undertaken 
in Great Britain, namely the estab- 
Itshment of official employment bu- 
teaus in London and the other large 
eities of Great Britain and Ireland, 
where employers of labor can find all 
the help they need, and wage earners 
of any class may register and make 
known their wants without the pay- 
ment of a fee. It is thus proposed 
by the Government to bring the em- 
ployers and the unemployed together 
on an official basis, and the arrange- 
ments are such that opportunities for 
employment in any part of the king- 
dom may be communicated promptly 
to all of the exchanges, as the agen- 
cies are to be called, and posted in 4 
prominent place for the information 
of whomever it may concern, 

The Government does not under- 
take to recommend or to give any in- 


formation further than that which is |! 


communicated by the persons direct- 
ly interested, and will assume no 
risk; but will simply act as a med- 
ium of communication. There is con- 
siderable curiosity as to how the 
work and the labor un- 


practicability. But the undertaking 


is a benevolent one and should be | 


well supported. 

Daily reports will be made from 
each of the exchanges to headquar- 
ters and to each other, so that work- 
men who cannot find employment in 
one locality will be advised as to the

LIFE STORY LIKE A NOVEL, 


Convicted Man Tells of Historic Bat- 
ties and Gallant Rescues. 


Like a novel in epitome was a writ- 
ten statement handed in to a Lendon 
magistrate recently by a man, against 


whom were three separated charges 
of stealing boots. 
The writer of the autobiography 


was Roger, 
thirty-three years, of Blomfield road, 
Bow.

The document went on to tell how} 


Hayes was promoted corporal on the 
field of “Belfast.” 

“For courageous conduct in the fir- 
ing line, and later, at Jericho, in the 
Eastern Transvaal, was the means of 
saving twenty of my comrades, who 
would have been either killed or cap- 
tured. For this I received the thanks 
and commendation of the general and 
officers of the column. I was invalid- 
ed from South Africa for heart dis- 
ease and debility, occasioned by the 
heavy marching and privations of the 
campaign, and subsequently trans- 
ferred to the Reserves.” 

Then came the tragedy of the story, 
in which the writer said he could get 
no work by reason of his invalidity, 
and must now lose all hope of pen- 
sion: 

“In 1907 I was taken off the Re- 
serves, and granted fifteenpence a day 
for twelve months. That ceased in 
July, 1909. The question of the re- 
newal of the pension is under the 
consideration of the War Office au- 
thorities now, and is getting support 


from the general officer that com- 
manded my division, but this dis- 
grace will speedily terminate any 


good that may accrue. 

“T found that being invalided for 
heart disease was the greatest barrier 
against my getting employment in the 
police, postoffice, or any railway com- 
pany, and on that account my work 
has been temporary and casual, and 
is the means ot my standing before 
you now.” 

Hayes, it was said, had already 
been bound over under the Probation 
Act, both at the Sessions and in the 
City, and the court missionary, and 
the officers about the court, had help- 
ed him. 

He was sentenced to three months 
in the second division on account ot 
his health,

Out of 
528 old men and women entitled te 
leave a certain workhouse on old age 
pensions only 37 were sure that they 
would be welcomed by relatives. As 
a matter of fact, it was eventually 
found that only nine of this number 
really had homes to which they could
